This was the Immediate reaction 
in responsible circles to the Polish 
government s formal appeal to the 
United States and Great Britain to 
act as mediators in Poland's boun­ 
dary dispute with Russia. 
The Polish appeal is being re­ 
ferred to President Roosevelt for 
his personal consideration before 
the American government's reply 
is sent to London. The State de­ 
partment also intends to give the 
Polish communication c a r e f u l 
study. Therefore, the American re­ 
ply may not go forth until some­ 
time next week. 
On the whole, the Polish govern­ 
m ent's statement w .a regained in 
Washington as conciliatory. The 
language 
was 
reviewed 
as 
re­ 
strained and designed to facilitate 
a resumption of relations with the 
Soviet government. 
Temperate Claims 


The statement that the Polish 
government could not recognize 
"unilateral 
decisions 
or 
accom­ 
plished facts which have taken 
place on the territory of the Po­ 
lish republic" was considered a 
temperate reference to Moscow’s 
recent announcement that Russia 
is determined to retain those parts 
of pre-war east Poland known as 
the Western Ukraine and White 
Russia. 
In this connection, it was point­ 
ed opt that the American govern­ 
ment has long been opposed to 
unilateral or arbitrary settlements 
of international disputes, especial­

They 
are the only all-out people any­ 
where in the world in this war, 
They have no absenteeism; I had 
a hard time making them under­ 
stand what I meant by the term.

Gallic is, but ga rlic is conside re d 
healthy. It use d to he customa ry 
to sweat pa tie nts vtith kidne y dis­ 
e a se on the ve rge of ure mia , but 
then some chemists a na lyz e d the 
sweat and found no de le te rious 
substance in it— only wa te r a nd 
salt.

To a nswe r the que stion on the 
effect on high blood pre ssure ; in 
a large medical library I could find 
no account of the Turkish ba th 
except some that we nt ba ck be fore 
blood pressure instrume nts were 
in general use.

Jesus Answers His Critics 


HIGHLIGHTS ON T H E SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

Lesson on th e above topic for Jan. 
16 Ls Mark 2:15-3:35. th e Golden 
Text being M att. 5:11. "Blessed 
are ye wh en men sh all reproach 
you and persecute you, and say all 
m anner of evil against you falsely, 
for My sake.") 


Y"OU REMEMBER our last les- 
son ended w h en Jesus called Levi, 
th e publican, to follow Him We 
know Levi as M atth ew. 
Matth ew’ made a great feast for 
Jesus at h is h ouse and many were 
invited, including, probably, some 
publicans wh o bad been associated 
with Levi in collecting taxes from 
th eir countrym en for th e Roman 
m asters. 
Th e 
Ph arisees, 
th ose 
ch ronic enemies of Jesus, and th e 
scribes, asked His disciples. "How 
is it th at He eateth with publicans 
and sinners?" Th e word "sinners" 
does not mean th at any of th ese 
men were guilty of crim es, but 
th at th ey were not accepted by 
th e orth odox Jewish ch urch as ac­ 
ceptable 
from 
th eir 
legalistic 
standpoint. 
Jesus' answ er was one of th e 
most precious in th e wh ole record 
of His teach ing. He said. "Th ey 
th at are wh ole h ave no need of th e 
ph ysician, but th ey th at are sick: 
I cam,e not to call th e righ teous, 
but th e sinners .to repentance."

Th at 
silenced 
th em on

point, but im m ediately th ey asked 
wh y Jesus’ disciples did not fast. 
Th e disciples of Joh n th e B aptist 
and th e Ph arisees fasted, wh y not 
h is’’ Jesus answered th at He. th e 
Bridegroom, was w ith th em , so 
wh y sh ould th ey fast frequently? 
Th e law ordered a fast once a 
year, but th e Ph arisees h ad mul­ 
tiplied fast days so th at 
th ey 
fasted twice a week and even th e 
disciples of Joh n (th en in prison) 
h ad fasted frequently 
One day He. th eir M aster, would 
not be with th em, and th en th ey 
could fast oftener. but in His pres­ 
ence th ere was no need to fast, but 
to be joyful You don't sew a rent 
in an old garm ent with 
n e w m a­ 
terial. do you’ He asked, 
o r put 
new wine into old bottles? Old 
bottles would be worn and th e 
ferm entation 
of th e new wine 
A’ould burst th em, so new wine 
would go into new bottles th at 
would stretch and h old it. 
One Sabbath Jesus and His dis­ 
ciples were w alking in a grain 
field near Capernaum , wh ere most 
of th ese scenes took place As th e 
men walked and talked some of 
th em picked th e grains of wh eat 
and ate th em Th is was anoth er 
way of breaking th e strict Je u - 
Lsh laws, according to th e scribes 
an'* Ph arisees 
"Beh old, wh y do 


th ey on th e Sabbath th at wh ich is 
not law ful?" th ey asked 
Jesus reminded th em th at in 
th eir own scriptures it was re­ 
corded th at wh en David and th ose 
th at were with h im were h ungry, 
th ey went into th e temple and ate 
th e sh ew bread th at was supposed 
to be eaten only by th e priests. 
"And He said unto th em. Th e sab­ 
bath was m ade for man. and not 
man for th e sabbath . Th erefore 
th e Son of Man is Lord also of th e 
Sabbath ." 
Sees Man W ith W ith ered Hand 
A fter th at Jesus entered th e 
synagogue and beh eld th ere a man 
with a with ered h and Th e P h ari­ 
sees were th ere, too. watch ing to 
see if th ey could trip Him, if He 
would h eal th e man on th e sab­ 
bath Jesus told th e man to stand 
forth , and wh en h e did so. Jesus 
turned to His enemies and said. 
"Is it lawful to do good on th e 
sabbath days, or to do evil? to 
save life, or to kill’ " But no one 
answered 
Th en Jesus told th e 
man to stretch forth h is h and, 
and h e did so and th e h and was 
made wh ole. He was grieved and

Jesus asked th em h ow Satan could 
work against h im self? He also 
told th em wh at was th e unpardon­ 
able sin to blasph em e against th e 
Holy Gh ost He "h ath never for­ 
giveness. but is in danger of eter­ 
nal dam nation " Th is He said be­ 
cause th ey accused Him of h aving 
"an unclean spirit " Blasph emy in­

YOU REMEMBER our last les­ 
son ended when Jesus called Levi, 
the publican, to follow Him. We 
know Levi as Matthew. 
Matthew made a great feast for 
Jesus at hi* house and many were 
invited, including, probably, some 
publican* who had been associated 
with Levi in coiler ting taxes from 
their countrymen for the Roman 
masters. 
The 
Pharisees, 
those 
chronic enemies of Jesus, and the 
scribes, asked Hts disciples. "How 
is it that H? ?a;-*th with publican* 
and sinners?" The word "sinners ' 
does not mean that any of these 
men were guilty of crimes, but 
that they were not accepted by 
the orthodox Jewish church as ac­ 
ceptable 
from 
their 
legalistic 
standpoint. 
Jesus’ answer was one of the 
most precious in the whole record 
of His teaching. He said. "They 
that are whole have no need of the 
physician, but they that ar? sick 
I carne not to call th? righteous, 
but the sinners .to repentance." 
Pharisees Silenced 
Hi a I silenced them on that 
point, but immediately they asked 
why Jesus’ disciples did not fast 
The disciples of John the Baptist 
and the Pharisee* fasted, why not 
his’’ Jesus answered that He. the 
Bridegroom 
was with them, so 
why should they fast frequently? 
The law ordered a fast once a 
year, but the Pharisees had mul­

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CRITICAL STAGE OF 
GAS EMERGENCY IS PAST 


Saiious Shortage to Continue Indefiniteiy

Milder weather has made possible easing some of the 
restrictions under which we have asked you to use gas 
during the emergency of the last few days. The situation 
continues to be so serious from the standpoint of the gas 
supply that it is hoped this message will not be taken as 
a signal to use gas on an unrestricted basis. Fur months 
we have advised our customers of the growing shortage. 


This gas shortage continues and will become progress­ 
ively more serious as the w inter advances. The 
production of gas from the wells declines in proportion 
to the gas taken from them. In normal times we find 
opportunities to rest our wells — shutting some of them 
off to allow more gas to accumulate at the well. This 
practice permits taking greater than normal amounts 
of gas from the wells during short periods when peak 
demands are made upon us. In recent weeks there have 
been but few opportunities to shut off reserve wells to 
increase the volume that could be secured when demands 
were greater. 


The War Production Board is making an effort to locate 
additional gas for us from other areas but such relief 
cannot be counted upon unless and until this gas is 
secured. 


As winter advances emergency conditions may occur 
during increasingly mild weather. It is possible that it 
will be necessary to declare an emergency condition when 
average daily temperatures are only 20 degrees this 
month — perhaps as warm as 25 degrees next month. 
It is doubtful that we will be able to furnish normal 
supplies of gas at 35 degrees in March. 


I he problems of maintaining adequate pressures in 
distribution lines and preventing gas outages to our 
customers will be a serious threat in all emergencies. 
Every cubic foot of gas that you can save for the 
remainder of the winter will help lessen the frequency 
and severity of these occasions. To date this winter 
relatively few industries engaged in war work have been 
affected by the gas shortage. As more severe weather 
is experienced emergencies will arise which certainly 
will force curtailment of additional industries — many 
of them engaged in critical war work. Your continued 
efforts to save gas each day will hold these interruptions 
to a minimum. 


The War Production Board and the War Department 
join us in expressing sincere appreciation for the fine 
cooperation you are giving in this critical situation. 


flaying seen the fine cooperation which you gave in the 
recent emergency, it is hoped that more and more 
customers can he counted upon to start at once restrict­ 
ing their day-to-day uses of gas in the following manner: 


HEATING 
Conscientiously make 65 degrees your accepted u ar time 
living temperature. 


Close off every part of your borne or place of business 
that you can do without. 


Depend entirely upon coal or oil if either of these is 
the regular method of heating your premises. 


I hose who use gas ovens, radiant pres or other gas 
heaters to supplement heating plants using coal or oil 
are perhaps the greatest threat to gas service under 
present conditions. W hen tempted to use gas heat for 
such purposes, ask yourself if the room cannot be shut 
off instead. You are counted upon not to use gas for 
supplemental heating. 


WATER HEATING 
Be very conservative in your use of hot water. Do not 
use it wastefully just because it is available. 


Those with manually controlled heaters should turn up 
the flame osily when hot water is needed for laundry or 
bathing, then reduce the flame or turn it out as quickly 
as possible. 


Avoid washing hands or dishes in running hot water. 


COOKING 
Combine as much of your cooking as possible so that 
more food can be cooked with the same amount of i^as. 


Use oven instead of several top burners when preparing 
more than one hot dish. 


Do not turn the gas higher than is needed to maintain 
cooking temperatures. 


Turn out gas immediately when cooking is finished. 


Your self-restricted uses of gas as outlined above will 
show continued support of the war effort as well as a 
determined interest in helping maintain your gas service. 
We still advise that you make arrangements with a 
neighbor for gaining entrance to your home in case a 
gas outage occurs when you are away. Also, you are 
asked to be alert continually for the next gas emergency 
which may come at any time.
